95,150, WITH 9686 DEAD, 
36,910 HURT,8554 MISSING 


WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP). 
ECRETARY¥-. OF WAR 
S STIMSON said today that 
the Italian campaign, since 
the landing last September, 
through May 27, had cost 565,- 
150 American casualties. Of 
these 9686 were killed, 36,910 
wounded and 8554 missing. 

In the last announcement of 
casualties in Italy, made March 
23, long before the start of the 
current Allied offensive, Stim- 
son reported a total of 39,058. 
Today's list shows that in that 
period of more than two 
months American losses have 
increased 16,092. The number 
of dead has risen 3937 from the 
last announced figure of 5749, 
the wounded 13,875 over the 
previous 23,035, while the miss- 
ing have dropped 1720 from the 
figure of 10,274,

Moving silently by night, Amer- 


ican infantrymen carried out an) 


infiltration in force on the east 
of Velletri and moved three miles 
behind the German line, seizing 
Mount Artemisio, overlooking Vel- 
letri from the north, and nearby 
Mount Peschio, They captured 
hundreds of surprised Germans 
and cut off others. 

Other American forces, flanking 
Velletri on the west, won high 
ground near the Lake of Nemi and 
within 15 airline miles of Rome’s 
gate of St. John Lateran. 


These maneuvers drove a deep 
wedge in the German fortified line 
guarding Rome. Allied headquar- 
ters described the capture of the 
Alban hills positions as “limited 
but important” gains.

They “eliminated without 
noise” the few German outposts 
and sentries which they uld 
not by-pass. By crawlin and 
crouching along ae snake-like 
course through vineyards and for- 
ests and up almost perpendicular 
slopes, they took advantage of 
every possible cover. 

The closest calls came when 

the Germans made a front-line 
air raid. Flares were dropped, 
illuminating the whole country- 
side and their deadly brilliance 
forced us to lie motionless for 
minutes which seemed like hours, 
Barking dogs and braying jack- 
asses also threatened to betray 
our creeping progress. 
- The whole venture was like the 
Hollywood conception of war. It 
had never been done by so many 
before on this front. 

Tonight after 24 hours and at 
a point three miles behind the 
German lines, I still can hardly 
believe the venture was success- 
ful. 

The highest officers of this unit 
learned of the project only two 
hours before they left their lines.

Struck for More Pay. 

The strike was announced in 
the Sunday morning newspapers 
of Feb. 3, after 250 members of the 
newly-organized Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Street Railway Em~- 
ployes met at the Central Trades 
and Labor Union Hall, Twenty- 
third and Olive streets, and voted 
to strike for a 38 per cent salary 
increase, an eight-to-nine-hour day 
and for recognition of the union. 

The operaing company, United 
Railways, announced it would not 
meet any of the demands, and owl 
street cars Sunday morning left 
Saturday night celebrants stand- 
ing on street corners wondering 
how they would get home.

How Civil Service Operates 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Reference is made to the letter signed 
“Perplexed Negroes,” which appeared in 
a recent issue of your paper, in which 
comments were made criticising the at- 
titude of the civil service toward em- 
ploying Negroes. 

It is important to keep in mind that 
the United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion is not an empldéying but a recrulit- 
ing agency for the various agencies of 
the Federal Government where civilian 
help is needed. 

The work of the civil service is to 
secure applications for vacancies from 
those possessing the necessary qualifi- 
cations to fill such vacancies as they 
occur. In doing this, wide publicity is 
given such vacancies, so that any quali- 
fied citizen may apply, without any re- 
gard to race. 

After the applications are received 
and duly rated, they are passed on to 
the appointing officer of the agency re- 
questing them. Each Federal agency 
has such an appointing officer, whose 
duty it is to make a selection from the 
applications that have been certified to 
him by the civil service on the sole 
basis of merit and fitness. Usually two 
or three applications are sent for each 
position open. 

There is nothing on the application 
to indicate race, religion or political be- 
liefs. The selection is made on the 
basis of merit, which is the heart of the 
civil service idea, but it is done by the 
various appointing officers of the sev- 
eral Federal agencies, and not by the 
civil service. 

The United States Civil Service does 
not draw the color line anywhere, and, 
in fact, makes a special effort to see 
that all citizens are advised of job 
openings as they arise. 

It is worthy of note that there are 
Federal agencies in the St. Louis area 
where over 20 per cent of the employes 
are Negroes. This should be encourag- 
ing, in view of the fact that the Negro 
population of St. Louis is less than 10 
per cent of the total.

The Federal Medical Plan 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I wonder if the average wage-earner 
has given serious consideration to the 
question of Government-controlled med- 
ical care, which is about to be slipped 
over our heads like a noose. 

The most serious feature of this bill is 
that only dregs of the medical profes- 
sion will be drawn into it, those who 
cannot maintain a practice for them- 
selves. 

Since these men will be paid monthly, 
regardless, there will be no incentive for 
them to study and keep up with the 
latest developments in medical care. 
Having so many patients, they will reg- 
iment them in and out of offices like 
cattle in stockyards. No one will re- 
ceive the careful examination he de- 
serves, although paying a terrific price 

for it, Six per cent of one’s salary, on the 
basis of only $100 per month, runs to 
$72 a year, with a like amount from the 
employer. * Few people average $144 a 
year for a doctor. And this means only 
the wage-earner, not his family. 

It isn’t fair to the American public to 
take away its inalienable right to spend 
its money as it sees fit. Our boys are 
fighting and dying for freedom, but 
whose? Certainly not ours. Ours is in 
the hands of crack-pot politicians, who 
have more time on their hands than 
brains. They must employ this. time 
some way or lose those precious desks 
behind which they sit. Are we going to 
pay such a terrific price to keep those 
desks for them? Are we going to admit 
that we haven’t brains enough to mold 
our own lives successfully?

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More Labor Hoodlumism 


The City of St. Louis, its many vital war 
plants and the greater part of its neighboring 
area today lie at the mercy of an irresponsible 
labor group—the bus and street-car men who 
took the vicious action of going out on an un- 
authorized and unannounced strike at 1 o’clock 
this morning. 

Public transportation is the life artery of a 
modern city. When these men stop public trans- 
portation because of a grievance against its 
management, they cut the vital artery. They 
interfere with orderly community life and, of 
greater importance, with the war production 
of this metropolitan arsenal. 

This is not an act of decent labor unionism. 
It is an act of labor hoodlumism. It is what 
R. J. Thomas, head of the United Automobile 
Workers, récently termed the work of an anarch- 
ist, when he warned organized labor against 


the deadly consequences of the wildcat strikes . 


that have been plaguing the country. 

The transportation strike by these 3500 men 
hag demoralized the normal functioning of the 
whole area. It has brought terrific traffic jams. 
Thousands of workers were late in reporting to 
their duties, and so war-plant and other produc- 
tion was curtailed. Auto owners used precious 
gasoline to get to work. The volume of gasoline 
wasted in this city today, when bombing planes 
and war vehicles need every possible drop, 
amounts in itself to a shocking figure. 

Popular sympathy was largely on the side of 
these workers in their application for wage in- 
creases. These were granted a few days ago 
by the War Labor Board. Then came an im- 
passe with the Public Service Co. over payment 
for overtime work. This, too, could certainly 
have been settled by orderly negotiation. 

Instead of negotiating, however, the men dis- 
regarded their duty to the community. They 
walked out of a conference last night, called the 
strike, ignored the pleas of their union officials 
to return to work. They violated both the war- 
time no-strike pledge of labor and the terms of 
their new contract. Now they have lost sup- 
port in the community, and they have smeared 
another black mark upon the record of organ- 
ized Jabor. 

This is the fourth such unauthorized and 
dangerous strike that has afflicted this area 
within two weeks. All were on the same pat- 
tern of labor hoodlumism—the Granite City Steel 
Co. strike which cost mbre than 16,000 tons of 
steel plate for Navy landing craft, the shut- 
down of* war plants caused by the half-day 
strike of Union Electric Co. employes, the loss 
of high-octane gasoline for war planes caused 
by the walkout at the Socony-Vacuum Oil Co., 
and now the indefensible transportation tie-up. 

R. J. Thomas was speaking as an advocate 
of honest and responsible labor when he warned 
that unionism could not survive if the wild- 
cat strikes continued. The AFL Street Carmen’s 
Union has imperiled not only the functioning 
of a large community and its war plants, but 
also the future of its own organization, its 3500 
members and their families. 

Any man, whether soldier or worker, who 
deserts his post at this crucial hour earns the 
most scathing contempt of citizens at large and 
of his fellowa who are doing their duty. Such 
contempt today is the portion of the hoodlums 
who walked off the job and left a city stranded.

In their participation in the Aleutians cam- 
paign, men of the 138th have brought credit to 
themselves, their city and their State. For their 
long vigil in a dismal land, contributing so sub- 
stantially to our present security, they deserve 
the thanks of every citizen, and the tranquillity 
and joy of the home leaves that, it is hoped, will 
be theirs.

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An Anti-Petrillo Bill 


Senator Vandenberg of Michigan is animated 
by a sound motive in introducing a bill to pro- 
hibit the American Federation of Musicians from 
interfering with non-commercial, cultural and 
educational broadcasts by schools. He seeks to 
set aside the arbitrary and unwholesome power 
which James Caesar Petrillo, head of this AFL 
union, has used for nearly two years to monop- 
olize the phonograph record and radio transcrip- 
téon field. Petrillo has forbidden, time and again, 
worthy non-commercial entertainments which 
could not afford to pay him tribute. 

There is no question that what Senator Van- 
denberg seeks to do needs doing. There is a 
question whether the means he has hit upon will 
do it. Will his bill! do more than give a com- 
plainant an entrance into court? If not, it is 
unlikely to afford a correction.

He is conducting a strike, he is attempting a 
monopoly.

Crises and Presidential Power 


The’ Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Chief executive's authority always seems to be expanded in time 
of national emergency, newspaper says; cry of “Dictatorship” has 
invariably been raised, but the greatest Presidents have been the 
strongest; the real test is not what power is exercised, but how. 


From the Des Moines Register 


Ever since the crisis of the Great Depres- 
sion hit us and Roosevelt took office at the 
height of it, the question of the constitu- 
tional powers of the President :has been a 
live issue. The Second World War, present- 
ing a crisis of another kind, has kept the 
issue in the forefront. The episode of the 
seizure of the Montgomery Ward plant has 
punctuated the controversy. 


The American public has again become 
well acquainted with cries of “dictator- 
ship,” “usurpation,” “flouting the Consti- 
tution,” and so on. 


The key word in that statement is the 
word “again.” For throughout, our nation- 
al history, presidential pout has inevit- 
ably been resorted to durfhg crises that 
called for prompt and strong action, and 
in practically every major crisis, presiden- 
tial powers have been expanded, or seemed 
to be expanded. 


As in Other Democracies 


In a degree, this may be due to the pecu- 
Marities of our governmental system. But 
fundamentally, it is inherent in all self- 
governing systems, 


The Roman Republic regularly vested 
vast powers in one man to meet war emer- 
gencies, 


Under the Parliamentary-Cabinet system, 
as in England, the tendency in crises is 
always to find a strong man for the prime 
ministership and to reduce the exercise of 
day-by-day legislative authority. Under 
that system, where the executive and legis- 
lative are not separated but combined, and 
where there is no written constitution to 


vlimit sharply what government may do, Par- 


liament can always replace the Prime Min- 
ister, But until it is willing to go that far, 
it gives the national chieftain his head. 


Constitutions are interpreted as allowing 
for the exercise of powers genuinely nec- 
essary for emergency defense of the na- 
tion’s vital interests. It is granted that the 
nation must have the right to save itself 
from disaster, 


That there are dangers to freedom in 
the great concentration of power, even for 
the most real of emergencies, is obvious. 
Whether the normal limitations on power 
will in fact be re-asserted when the crisis 
is past is of course the question. The ex- 
istence, even during crises, of the right of 
criticism and the use of that right to raise 
a storm about possible over-extension of 
presidential power is one of the safeguards. 


Challenge Is in Order 


So, despite much exaggeration and the 
inevitable issue-hunting of an election year, 
the constant challenge to President Roose- 
velt’s use of “war powers” is to the good. 


In the last analysis, the public has to be 
trusted to keep a sane balance and to de- 
termine what has been necessary and legiti- 
mate and what has been something else. 

Historical perspective is useful, Timely, 
therefore, is a new study of “The Use of 
Presidential Power 1789-1943,” in a book by 
the historian George Fort Milton. 

It is leadership in crises that, of course, 
makes the great reputations, Any list that 
would be widely accepted as to our half- 
dozen “greatest Presidents” would be a list 
of the “strong” Presidents. It would he a 
list of men all of whom in their day were 


‘ 
, 


charged with stretching the powers of their 
office improperly. 

This certainly applies to Milton’s list, 
which starts with Washington and includes 
Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln, Cleveland, 
Theodore Roosevelt and Wilsagn. 

Each of these men did things that af- 
fected permanently the very nature of the 
presidency, Even Jefferson, the strict con- 
stitutional constructionist, found himself 
uneasily but inexorably expanding presi- 
dential power. 


Functions of the Executive 


The American President, be he Franklin 
Roosevelt or Rutherford Hayes or, for that 
matter, Tom Dewey, has imposed upon 
him, according to Milton, “six types of 
public service”. 

1. He isa our Chief of State. 

2. He is chief in the field of foreign re- 
lations, 

8. He is Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
and Navy. 

4. He is the nation’s chief executive, 

5. He is chief of his political party, 

6. He is the nation’s spokesman, 

It may well be that we put too much 
upon our Presidents. The point is, how- 
ever, that we do it, and that we show very 
little disposition to consider seriously any 
important altering of the system. 

The fact that we do put so much upon 
the President, as to both responsibility and 


‘power, argues against continuing one man 


in the office indefinitely. Only a conviction 
of genuine crisis need is good enough to 
override that argument. 

And that, of course, is precisely what the 
country will have to decide in November. 

The test of a President in such circum- 
stances is not whether he exercises great 
power but how he exercises it--whether 
wisely, in repens to genuine need, or 
otherwise. 


HOME-FRONT HEROES

Among today’s unsung, wundecorated 
heroes and heroines are those who quietly 
but intrepidly are waging war against 
juvenile delinquency on the home front, 
They lack the man power for & quick, de- 
cisive victory.

Law-enforcement agen- 
cies, churches, schools and settlement 
houses are co-operating today in many ene 
terprises to get the teen-agers off the street 
and out of trouble. This progress is at- 
tributable not only to the activities of the 
professional social worker, but also to vol- 
unteers’ help, 

This is truly war work of the most urgent 
kind, and there are still opportunities for 
service in these ranks, 


1931-41 Warnings About Hitler 
By an American Envoy In Berlin 


*Via Diplomatic Pouch,” by Douglas Miller. (Didier, 
New York.) 


Douglas Miller was the first writer to 
warn American business men that Hitler's 
war was directed not only against labor 
unions and Socialists and Jews, but also 
against them. They paid little attention to 
him for a long time, and even his forceful 
“You Can’t Do Business With,Hitler” was 
read widely, not among partisans of the 
American dollar, but among groups which 
found in it a wider extension of their dis- 
trust and resentment against what was go- 
ing on in Europe. e 


Miller’s new book, “Via Diplomatie 
Pouch,” is a strange kind of anti-Nazi 
book. Rather, it is a series of reports about 
Nazi economy, the very reports Miller filed 
in diplomatic pouches from 1931 through 
1941—at which latter date it was too late. 


On Oct. 25, 1934, Miller was writing like 
this from Berlin: “It is entirely false to 
believe that war cannot break out in: Cen- 
tral Europe because the countries are not 
financially able to fight each other. If a 
Central European war occurs, it looks now 
as if Ger y will be involved. , .” 


On Oct, 23, 1935, he translated the type 
of letter being sent by the phony German 
“Labor” Front to firms it desired to elim- 
inate. This particular letter came to a 
Jewish egg dealer: “I can only advise you 
to sell your business immediately, as long 
as it has any value at all; for when you 
have once lost your customers to those 
Aryan firms which are able to deliver 
goods, your business will depreciate or be- 
come completely valueless.” 

On Oct. 21, 1937, he prophesied: “Hitler 
got his power originally as a sort of mira- 
cle man. He promised to solve unemploy- 
ment and did so, but he solved a permanent 
problem by the use of only temporary rem- 
edies. With the exhaustion of Germany’s 
capital resources and raw materials. ... 
the task of keeping the unemployed at 
work becomes more difficult every year. 
Hitler has raised Lazarus from the dead, 
but now he has to keep him alive without 
having much to feed him.”

Miller is one of these paradoxical prod- 
ucts of America of which we have so much 
reason to be proud. He graduated from Ox- 
ford in 1920, plus a curious side expedition 
as manager of canteens for the British in 
Mesopotamia in World War J, and became 
Trade Commissioner to Germany in 1924. 
From then until 1941, he was a sounding 
board in Berlin. -Today, almost forgotten 
in the OWI, his .judgment and intuition 
have been thoroughly vindicated, 

Miller’s most famous public statement 
was correct. You CAN’T do business with 
Hitler, There are still dollar patriots who 
refuse to believe him.

C “If you know proper child psychology, it certainly must 

be a new and cruel variety,” she wrote to me recently. 
“Why do you hold your family up to the ridicule they are bound 
to receive by writing about them so often in your column? 
It is a joke to many of us and we refer to it often, though we 
do not read the articles. Be kinder to your children, Dr. 
Crane.” — | 
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IF THIS PSYCHOLOGY feature weré appearing in a Chi- 
eago newspaper, then I would refrain from using any cases 
dealing with my family, at least unless they were willing to 
©. K. thetn. But my childrea do not suffer from any teasing 
or other unpleasant comments since Chicagoans do not see 
these case records. Do you readers want me to omit cases 
dealing with my children or with Mrs, Crane and myself? Drop 
¢@ postcard or letter to your editor or to me and let us know 
your wishes, for I can easily make this an impersonal column. 
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MY REASONS FOR occasionally using my children as 
examples are as follows: First, I wanted you folks to see 
that they have the same youthful dilemmas and make the same 
mistakes as your own youngsters, Thus, you can compare your 
children of the same age and notice the similarity of juvenile 
problems. Second, I wanted you to know that I am no “arm 
ehair” or “brain-truster” psychologist who theorizes about child 
psychology without having intimate personal contact with 
youngsters. While I spent five years as research psychologist 
under the National Research Council and Carnegie Institution 
of Washington, D. C., and concentrated on child problems dur- 
ing that time, the best way to study children is not in a labora- 
tory or nursery school, but in a home where you have contact 
with them all day and, if they are ill, maybe half the night 
besides.

Q and Jefferies started debating 

the next move., After crossing 
the Irrawaddy, Jefferies had told 
hig party of his plan to sail down 
the river to Rangoon, a mere 500 
miles through the core of the Jap- 
anese occupation. The men were 
in great spirits and agreed it was 
a splendid idea. For the past 
three days, Jefferies and his men 
and the N. C. O.’s had talked of 
nothing else. They had worked 
out the details very carefully and 
had even selected points at which 
they would stop to blow up the 
railway. They would proceed 
cautiously, spending three months 
on the river if necessary. At 
Rangoon they were determined to 
pirate a really big ship and sail 
her back in triumph to Colombo. 


Michael Calvert put forward an- 
other idea, which he himself was 
not able to carry out since his col- 
umn had orders from Wingate to 
attack a great strategic objective 
far to the east.. More feasible than 
Jefferies’ plan, Calvert argued, 
woutd be to blow up a hill section 
of the trunk motor road between 
Mandalay and Maymyo, roughly 
100 miles to the south. After 
some discussion Calvert 
vinced Jefferies that the odds 
against his ever reaching Rangoon 
were higher than the longest shot 
in the Derby. Rather regretfully 
Jefferies dropped his own idea in 
favor of Calvert’s less extravagant 
suggestion, which involved noth- 
ing more dangerous than staging 
an attack on’a key line of com- 
munication in the heart of the 
Burma. At least the chances of 
heaviest Jap concentrations in 
carrying out a successful demoli- 
tion of the Mandalay-Maymyo mo- 
tor road were as high as one in 
five, and the odds against getting 
back alive not more than 10 to 


one.

HE next move was settled. 

Meanwhile, both Calvert’s col- 

umn and Jeffries’ party were 
in meed of a large supply dropping 
—boots, clothing, food and new 
equipment. On March 18 they 
parted company, each bound on a 
mission that saner men would 
have called a suicide venture... 

One otf the major objectives of 
the Wingate expedition was to 
sound out feeling among the Bur- 
mese, enlist their sympathies, 
and strengthen their confidence 
in an Allied victory. 

The population of northern Bur- 
ma is almost entirely rural. In: 
the mountain country to the weat, 
north and east live primitive hill 
tribes--Ching and Kachinse-—-who 
are racially distinct from the 
Burmese proper and, before the 
Japanese occupation, were outside 
the sphere of the Burma Legisla- 
ture. They were loosely governed 
by a small group of Frontier Serv- 
ice Officers responsible to the Gov- 
ernor of Burma. They have shown 
no interest in Burmese politics, 
and are staunchly loyal to the 
British. The Ching and Kachina, 
plus another tribe, the Karens, 
who have moved down into the 
plains, account for the bulk of the 
enlistments in the Burma Rifles 
and make splendid fighers. The 
Kachins, in fact, have since 1942 
successfully held out around Sum- 
prabum and Fort Hertz against 
repeated Japanese offensives. Most 
of the Burmese proper in northern 
Burma inhabit the river valleys 
and live by cultivating their 
small plots of land. 

Japanese rule in Burma has fol- 
lowed the usual Axig pattern. The 
country has been granted its 
“freedom,” subject to Japanese 
military control. Dr. Ba Maw, who 
won Tokyo's favor by hia pro-Jap- 
anese activities prior to the Jap 
invasion, is puppet Premier of a 
Quisling government and nom- 
inally has dictatorial powers. 
Each of His Ministers, however, 
is shadowed by a Japanese “ad- 
viser.” Should active unrest de- 
velop on any large scale in Burma, 
Ba Maw and his cabinet provide 
the Japanese with convenient 
scapegoats. 


In northern Burma, Wingate 
learned, there is now no regular 
system of administration, Jap- 
anese or otherwise. Headmen are 
summoned once or twice a month 
to Japanese military centers and 
given their orders. They are ex- 
pected to provide labor to build 
roads and bridges and always to 
have on hand enough chickens 
and rice for a patrol of 50 men. 
Payment is made by the Japs in

used to it; the Japanese notes 
carry no promise to redeem, no 
signature, and no serial number. 
Periodically Japanese patrols, 
usually commanded by non-com- 
missioned officers, check up on 
each village to see that orders 
have been carried out, and to 
extort taxes in the form of more 
food and labor. If the N. C. O. 
in charge is dissatisfied, the head- 
man is shot andthe village 
burned down. 

Wherever Wingate went, he 
heard the same complaint: “No 
galt, no cloth, no doctors.” The 
Japanese occupation has cut off 
the villagers of northern Burma 
from markets for their staple 
product, rice, and has deprived 
them of salt, cooking oll, cotton 
cloth for their longyis, and medi- 
cal supplies. 

At every unoccupied village on 
the line of advance, Wingate 
paused long enough to broadcast 
a manifesto and distribute leaflets, 
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N this manifesto Wingate spoke 
| of his men as “Chindits” and in 

simple, picturesque language told 
of the growing strength of the 
Allies and the certainty of Bur- 
ma's deliverance from the Jap- 
anese. “Our force,” he said, “is 
stronger than it appears. We 
who hdve come among you can 
summon from afar great and 
mysterious powers from the air” 
—the R. A. F. daily made good 
his boast—“and will rid you of 
the fierce, scowling Japanese.” 


Wingate did not call on the 
Burmese to .fight for the British 
or rashly to endanger their lives 
and their homes, and always made 
it clear that his force did not 
intend to remain in the country. 
He paid generously in silver ru- 
pees for food and the loan of 
boats. ‘ 

The villagers had been warned 
against assisting the British on 
pain of death and wholesale re- 
prisals, and had been promised 
rewards if they killed or took 
prisoner any members of the ex- 
pedition. In spite of this, most 
of the Burmese were friendly to 
the Chindits. 

It was clear to Wingate’s men 
that the people of Northern Bur- 
ma were beginning to dislike their 
Japanese masters pretty heartily. 
After the campaign Capt. Aung 
Thin described two incidents 
which, he said, were typical of 
the experiences of the expedition. 
“In the first instance,” he related, 
“T entered a village alone—I can’t 
mention its name—and was quick- 
ly surrounded by a band of vil- 
lagers armed with sticks and daha, 
long Burmese swords. They de- 
manded fiercely whether I was 
working for the British or the 
Japanese, I replied: ‘Peace be 
unto you, friends, I am a Burman 
like yourselves. I fight on the 
side of the British to free Burma 
from the Japanese. I come with 
good will for your help and as- 
sistance. If I gain it, I Will re- 
ward you.’ 

“They were friendly and sup- 
plied me “with food and all the 
information I wanted. They also 
told me that the Japs had issued 
orders that if five or fewer Brit- 
ish troops should enter a village, 
they must be attacked and over- 
powered. If a greater number, 
they must be given to believe 
they were safe while information 
was sent to the Japanese. In no 
instance that I know of were we 
ever betrayed in this way.

“The second episode that sticks 
in my mind occurred around the 
middle of the campaign. I was 
approaching a village with a sec- 
tion of Burma Rifles when the 
inhabitants, who had heard that 
British troops were in the neigh- 
borhood, flocked out to meet us. 
They gave us the food supplies 
they were supposed to keep in 
store for Japanese patrols, and 
were reluctant to accept payment. 
One of the elders of the village 
made a little speech of welcome 
and expressed hopes for an Allied 
victory. ‘I can speak for this part 
of Burma,’ he said. ‘We had peace, 
we had plenty, we had fairness 
and justice and happiness, and the 
Japanese have robbed us of these 
things. Burma waits and prays for 
the day when the cruel Japanese 
will be driven out forever.’” 


Jap rule, the natives complained 
to Wingate’s Burma Rifles offi- 
cers, was all work and no play. 
The Burmese villager has a keen 
sense of humor, is easygoing and 
lighthearted, fond of gay colored 
clothes, theatricals and sports— 
pony races, cock-fighting and 
chinlon, the native brand of bas- 
ketball. Buddhism teaches him to 
be kind and fiendly and he hates 
a, bully. The Jap soldier of occu- 
pation is incapable of friendliness,

devoid of humor, and treats the 
Burmese harshly. The only way 
he knows of winning co-operation 
is to go around the villages shoot- 
ing off the headmen. 

Wingate’s column advanced east- 
ward continuing its propaganda 
work in the villages. The Japs by 
now were swarming over the coun- 
tryside like flies, and not a day 
went by without a scrap. One 
morning, one of Wingate’s raiding 
parties spotted a Japanese patrol 
standing beside a truck in the 
middie of a village. The Chindita 
sneaked up and rushed the Japs 
with fixed bayonets. Only one es- 
caped; he jumped into the driver's 
seat, flung the truck into gear and 
drove away in a cloud of dust, An- 
other time Whigate sent a British 
scout to reconnoliter a village after 
dark. The scout saw a group of 
men squatting around a campfire, 
He mustered his few words of Bur- 
mese and asked: “Are there any 
Japanese here?” The men stared 
at him blankly and he realized 
they were Japs. He pulled the pin 
out of his grenade and tossed it 
in the middle of the fire. Then he 
ran back to report that there were 
no Japs now in the village. In one 
jungle scrap a section of Gurkhas 
saw their British officer shot. One 
of them at once rushed the Jap 
kukri and 
had him down in a flash..Then he 
dragged the body back, and laid 
it out carefully at the feet of the 
dead British officer, 
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chlang Gorge bridge on March 
6, Maj. Fergusson’s men raided 
an enemy outpost at. Kyauk-in and 
killed 15 Japs. Then they marched 
down to the Irrawaddy without 
encountering any Japanese, Fer- 
gusson calculated that the enemy 
would be hunting for them up se- 
cluded creeks and boldly decided 
to cross at Tigyiang, a large town 
and steamer station on the Irra- 
waddy. | 
The crossing of the Irrawaddy 
was carried out in broad daylight 
on March 10. Four-fifths of the 
column had reached the east bank 
and the rearguard was just draw- 
ing off when the Japs arrived. 
Fergusson himself commanded a 
small covering party which held 
off the enemy while the rearguard 
made the crossing. Then his men 
filed into the last boat, and shoved 
off with bullets whizzing all 
around them. Fergusson was the 
last man to climb onto the boat, a 
sampan with a convas canopy over- 
head, and there was not a foot of 
room for him. He crossed the Irra-

boat with his head under the can- 
opy and his posterior acting as a 
bullet shield for the man in the 
sampan, It offered the Japs a con- 
venient target, which they did not, 
however, succeed in hitting. “It 
would have been a mo#t undigni- 
fied way in which to meet one’s 
death,” Fergusson later remarked 
to Jefferies. “Yet the thought kept 
running through my head: I am 
the first British officer to have 
crossed the Irrawaddy on all 
fours.”

ANNED, fresh, or Pee fish maybe used in this pudding. 
(: you have no leftover fish, however, you won't consider it 

too inconvenient to start with the fresh because of the good- 
ness of the pudding. Season the fish steak, fillets, or whole fish 
and either boil or broil in the usual way and only for a few 
minutes—just long enough for the fish to get hot through and 
through and for the flesh to become white and flaky. Remove 
skin, then the flesh in large flakes, and discard all bones. 
Freshly cooked or leftover mashed potato may also be used. 
if leftovers are available, they will need to be rewarmed so 
that they will combine easily with other ingredients. The best 
way to do this is to put them in a colander, cover, and place 
over boiling water. In a few minutes they will be hot through, 
and soft. This is a good way to treat them if you want to make 
your leftover mashed potatoes taste and appear as good as 
though they had just been prepared from scratch.

POTATO FISH PUDDING. Two tablespoons chopped onion; 
one-fourth cup margarine or butter: one-fourth cup flour; one 
and one-half cups milk; one teaspoon salt: dash pepper; two 
and one-half cups mashed potatoes; one and one-half pounds 
fish, cooked and flaked, (one and one-half to two cups); two 
teaspoons chopped pimiento. 

Saute onion in the margarine for five minutes. Blend in 
the flour and add milk gradually; stir over medium heat until 
smooth and thickened. Add salt, pepper and mashed potatoes 
and beat until smooth. Fold in remaining ingredients and turn 
into six-cup greased casserole. Bake at 400 degrees F., for 35 
minutes, until potatoes are puffy and have a golden brown crust. 
Four servings. 

MENUS FOR FRIDAY 

Breakfast. Orange juice, 6 oranges; waffles, standard recipe, 
serve with maple syrup. Bacon, one-half pound. 

Luncheon. Hot tomato bouillon, 3 cups home canned to- 
mato juice, one and one-half teaspoons meat extract paste, sea- 
s0n with onion juice, salt and pepper to taste. Livercheese sand- 
wiches, two-thirds pound livercheese; baked custard, use stand- 
ard recipe, add remaining fresh grated cocoanut from 
Wednesday. 

Dinner. Potato-fish pudding, see recipe above; creamed 
broccoli, one package frozen or one bunch, one and one-half 
cups seasoned medium white sauce; vegetable salad, one-third 
head lettuce, one cucumber, two tomatoes, one bunch radishes, 
tossed with herb dressing; bread, eight slices; fresh strawberry 
tarts, wash and hull one quart strawberries, slice enough to 
make one cup leaving remainder whole. Soften one-half table- 
spoon gelatine in two tablespoons water. Add one-half cup 
water and one-fourth cup sugar to the sliced strawberries, and 
smimer until juice flows from berries, mashing as they cook; 
strain off juice and add to gelatine, stirring until dissolved. Add 
one tablespoon lemon juice and one-eighth teaspoon salt. Cool 
until thick and syrupy. Arrange whole berries in four baked 
tart shells and pour thickened gelatine over them. Chill until 
set. Butter or fortified margarine used on all breads. Include

Scurvy in 
Infants Is 
Very Rare

N a hospital where I am al- 

lowed by the authorities to see 

some of the patients occasion- 
ally we had the other day two pa- 
tients who had a very rare condi- 
tion—a vitamin, deficiency—infan- 
tile scurvy. spite of all the 
ballyhoo you hear about the wide- 
spread frequency and dangers of 
vitamin deficiency, these patients 
were such curiosities that all the 
staff members were especially in- 
vited to see them. They were 
shown to both the senior and jun- 
ior classes of medical students, 
because they might not get a 
chance to see another case, at 
least for a long itme. 

There had been one other case 
of scurvy in the hospital this win- 
ter—an adult. And it was quite a 
curiosity, too. And remember this 
is in a hosiptal where about 25,- 
000 individuals are taken care of 
a year. Yet in all.that number 
this is the only adult whose trou- 
ble was diagnosed as a vitamin 
deficiency. 


THE CASES ARE WORTH con- 
sidering at length because’ they 
represent some mistakes that even 
yet occur in the managements of 
these conditions. Scurvy is the re- 
sult of lack of Vitamin C in the 
diet. Vitamin C is found best in 
fresh citrus fruits—orange juice, 
lemon juice, lime juice, grapefruit 
and tomatoes and some _ other 
vegetables. The fresh, or raw, 
fruit or juice must be used; cook- 
ing very largely destroys Vitamin 
C. Important for those who howl 
about a daily intake of vitamins 
is this passage from Meakin’s 
“Practice of Medicine’—“If. Vita- 
min C be absent from the diet for 
a period of ‘six continuous weeks 
symptoms of scurvy are to be ex- 
pected. A small amount of the 
vitamin intermittently may pre- 
vent it.” ‘In other words, it is suf- 
ficient to have some lemon juice 
cor orange juice or tomato juice 
once a month. 

For babies, however, a daily 
dose of fresh orange juice or to- 
mato juice had best be added to 
the regular feedings. The medical 
profession have been trying to 
teach mothers that for years and 
the fact that infantile scurvy is so 
rarely met with is an indication 
of the success of the educational 
campaign, 


It Just Looks Like Childs Play 


‘Games’ at Human Engineering Laboratory Help Put People in Proper Groove.

N a small room in a mditown 
| ortice building, two young wom- 

en sit at a desk, watching peo- 
ple stack wooden blocks together, 
listen tO queer *sounding phono- 
graph eords and play an elabo- 
rated kind of pick-up-sticks game, 
with a pair of tweezers and metal 
pins. All of this looks like child’s 
play, and in some cases children 
are the participants, but in reality 
it is a serious experiment in hu- 
man abilities, a laboratory where 
aptitude tests are given to deter- 
mine whether the person taking 
them should be a riveter or a 
writer, a singer or a shoe sales- 
man, a chemist or a cartoonist. 

Not that it is any kind of a vo- 
cational guidance project. The 
Human Engineering Laboratory, 
as Esther Woodburn and her as- 
sistant, Stella Ebenskis, are both 
quick to point out, merely tests 
your inherent aptitudes, indicates 
the trend you should follow in 
‘work or study. A non-profit thor- 
oughly scientific organization, it 
has permanent laboratories’ in 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and Chicago and temporary set- 
ups in cities like St. Louis, where 


enough interested persons have 
requested that laboratory experts 
be sent to give aptitude tests. 
“Our basic principles. may be 
stated very simply,” Miss Wood- 
burn explained. “We have proven 
that the abilities of every person 
can be broken down into separate 
elements. These inherent apti- 
tudes remain the same throughout 
the lifetime of the individual, 
” - «+ 
ad HE things we test include 
personality, not in itself an 
aptitude, but an important 
factor in deciding whether a 
person should work alone or with 
others, whether he is the research 
or the salesman type. We also test 
for clerical ability; finger dexterity 
~—-required by both doctors and as- 
sembly line workers; tweezers dex- 
terity, the ability to use small 
tools; structural visualization or 
the understanding of the third di- 
mension; creative imagination 
which may manifest itself in en- 
gineering or writing; inductive 
reasoning, the ability to integrate 
facts; analytical reasoning, the 
aptitude for organization which 
lawyers need; observation; num- 
ber memory—important in stock 
markets and factories alike; two 
music tests for tone memory and 
pitch discrimination, and a test 
for memory of design, in which 
cartoonists always rate high.”

Dried Lima Bean Casserole 


One cup lima beans; three 
strips of bacon; three-fourths 
pound ground beef (or left-over 
roast); one clove garlic, minced;
